In the very first place he told 


of the differences of people. Three 
men could be placed before a boun- 
tiful meal, one would cat heartily 
and get-up satisfied; the second 
would get up, saying that nothing 
satisfied him; t'v third would eat 
of one thing, and regret that there 
wasn't more of that one r kind of 
food.

These three men, he stated, com- 


prised the different types today. The 
first is the person who is satisfied 
and contented, and he is the best 
c'tizen; the second is the disatisfied 
person who never can be made to 
like things, and the third is the type 
who is continually -complaining, and 
never gets any place.

Rca pointed out 
In this connec- 


tion he told the graduates that op- 
portunity "is just as large as your- 
self, and if an individual can ac- 
cept the opportunity, then he will 
make a success." 


Dr. Rca told the. class to be sat- 


itfied with what they now possess. 
and for them to utilize the powers 
thai they now have. Some people 
he said, were continually longing 
for the powers of the other person. 


"Here is the remedy for that.'' 


Dr. Roa stnttil," woVli yourself 
and look at yourself. All you schol- 
ars know that only one straight line 
can be drawn between- two points;- 
hut thousands and thousands, in 
fact an indefinite number of crooked 
lines can be drawn between two 
same points. 


"The thing to do is to 'dosidr 


what yon are and what you ought 
to h> and take a straight line alonp 
that way— thai is mastery. It's 
yours 1» ]»• a master, and do some- 
thing bet-JT than anyone else."

dies, in which Greed, as represented 
in a selfish manager, acted as the 
triumphant villain over unsophisti- 
cated youth, were enacted recently 
on the light stage, and they put an- 
other blot on the history of a sport 
that "is all blotted up almost to ca- 
pacity. 


Floyd Johnson, the gainest young- 


ster ikat ever put on a glove, and 
Young Jack McAuliffu, just out of 
the jing crib and learning how to 
walk, were sacrificed by managers 
who wouldn't take . the slow and 
roundabout way to big money. 


The .-ease of McAuliffe is. particu- 


larly tragic. His manager sold his 
contract the night before he was to 
meet Luis Firpo, the most dangerous 
heavyweight in the ring. 


It was not enough to shove Mc- 


Auliffe in the ring against a man 
that he had not one.chance in ten 
thousand to beat; it was not enough 
te ask him to take the risk of per- 
manent physical disability, for 
a 


purse of $7,500; it'was not enough 
to ask him to ruin a promising car- 
eer before Ijc had hardly started. 


McAuliffe's manager did "all these 


things and-then: 


The night before the fight that he 


had got him into, he sold/his -con- 
tract for $i5jOOO, with the provision 


that he was lb get his share of the 
$7,500 purse.

Johnson's ease is not so tragic, 


although it is sad. Out less than a

the trial horses and the second-rat- 
ers.
